In the Isle of 3Ian. 


James Hrxiggcn of Peel outlines the 


history of woman suffrage in the islo of 
Han ns foiloira: 


Woman ruffrngo in parliamentary 


elections in this island was granted by 
the honse of kpys election, 1861. In the 
form originally Intended, both owners 
and occupiers were to have been allowed 
a voto. As a compromise it was arranged 
that the vote be restricted to female 
owners, as an experiment. Experience 
soon showed that women were quite 
equal to exercising the right* conferred 
npou thorn, and that they used at least 
as modi discretion in voting as mem- 
berg of the uther sex. This was fully 
recognized by the honae ot key selection 
act, 1893, when women occupiers wero 
allowed to vote as well as women own- 
ers. 


For 14 years the women in the isle of 


Man have enjoyed tbe privilege of the 
parliamentary franchise, and the quiet 
manner in which they have exercised 
their rights is perhapi the best answer 
to those who credit women with ex- 
treme revolutionary tendencies.

Its First Money Meeting. 


The Tuesday Evening Institute held Its 


first money meeting Monday evening in 
the cbapel of the Congregational cburoh. 
An attentive audience filling about half 
the room was present. 


Rev. Mr. Tenney outlined the features 


of the money discussion audits purposes, 
and then introduced H. G. Rowe as the 
speaker of the evening to discuss the 
fundamental principles of money. Mr. 
Howe explained the difficulties of the 
money study as being due ta a general 
lack of careful study and failure to grasp 
first principles. He then went on to de- 
fine money, what are its uses, what quali- 
ties are necessary to make good money 
and what are the principles that determine 
how much money a nation neoisand how 
much it can afford to have. A half dozen 
authorities were quoted or referred to in 
stating all these principles, and they 
were brought out and repeated very much 
as a teacher might begin the first lessons 
in any branch of study. These first prin- 
ciples will be made in outline form and 
given to those who are ia attendance next 
Tuesday evening, when metalic money, 
coinage and the production of gold and 
silver will be considered, practically 
covered in Horace White's "Moiey and 
Banking" pages 29 to 117 and A, B, C and 
D of the appendix, and general discussion 
will be in order. 


After the meeting about tiveuty persons 


gave orders for Mr. White's work on 
money, which can be had for only 33 
cents, and is an admirable text book. The 
meeting was very 
successful 
as a 


beginning.

Death Soon Resulted. Th: Two Men Were 


Hunting Squirrels. Medical Examiner 


Brown Holds an Autopsy. Wife and 


two Children Left. 


A distressing fatality occurred In Newell 


Torrey's woods, about two miles west of 
Williamstown Monday afternoon. 
The 


victim was B. Fre nklin Moon, 23 years old 
a stone mason by trade. 
Mr. Moon and 


George Coons left WlUtamntoirn about 
1 DO o'clock to hunt squirrels, and when 
the \ioo4s ware reached the hunters sepa- 
rated, but agreed, as is usual on such trips, 
to h?ep within hailing distance of each 
otb«r, 


Ab-nt '< o'clock Coons herrd the report 


of a gun, followed by a cry of pain. 
lie 


hastened in the direction of the rho^and 
found Moon lyin? on his back and gasp- 
ing for breach, but unconscious. Coons 
hastened to Newell Torrey's farm for aid, 
and upon returning found Moon dead- 
Medical Examiner Brown of this city 
notified and arrived at the scene about 
8 o'clock In the evening. 


The charge had entered Moon's back, 


just below the shoulder blades and had 
taken a' downward couree. 
Moon's 


double-barrel shot gun lay about ten feet 
In front of the body and one shell was 
empty. The remains of an old tree were 
between the body and the gun. 
The 


theory of the accident ii that in crossing 
the log Moon tripped and fell, and his 
arias being thrown into the air, the 
trigger of the gun or.ught in the low 
hanging branches and exploded the car- 
tridge. 


Undertaker Hopkins of Williamutown 


took charge of the remains and they 
were left in his rooms over night. This 
morning an autopsy was held by Medical 
Examiner Brown in the presence of these 
other physicians: Dr. Frank Olds, Dr. 
Woodbridge, Dr. Lloyd, Dr. Hull and Dr. 
Smith, all of Wllllamstowu. The right 
side of the heart waa badly torn and shot 
was found in the other side as well, 
Moon's right lung was collapsed and shot 
was distributed thickly throughout the 
flesh back of those organs. 


Mr. Moon was born in Williamstown, 


October d, 1867, and had lived there ever 
*inoe. Ha had been out of work, but was 
to taka a place at his trada in North 
Adams today. He leaves a widow and 
•wo children, aged seven and four respeo 
ively. The funeral will be held at 11 
o'clock, either Wednesday or Thursday 
morning.

Print 
cloth consumes the lower grade of cot- 
ton, New York mills muslin the higher 
grade. I take the average of the former 
at 10 cents and of the latter at 13 cents. 
Adding 20 per cent for waste, we have 
12 canta and 14}£ cents respectively as 
the cost of the raw material in a pound 
of finished cloth. Print cloth weighs 7 
yards and New Yo.'k mills muglin about 
3)£ yards to the pound. 


Allowing for tho cost of cotton at the 


rates mentioned, -we have the following 
sums in the two periods :

Wo have hero a reduction in the cost 


of manufacture realized during these 
80 years of 14 J^ cents in print cloth 
and of a like amount in New York mills 
shirting and of 31 cents in prints, 
which is equal to a reduction of 40 per 
cent from the cost in 1 SCO. 


All this reduction and decline of price 


has happened in gold paying countries 
under the dominion of the Shylocks and 
tho goldbngs of Wall street and Thread- 
needle street. On the other hand, cotton 
held its own in gold prices, although 
silver was constantly falling and the 
competition with tho United States in 
cotton raising had become keener, and 
this competition entirely from countries 
"favored" by the silver standard. Tho 
ounce of silver by that time had fallen 
to about two-thirds its value from the 
tiruo the two metals parted company at 
the old ratio of 16 to 1. 


There are certain manufacturers in 


Lancashire, and I dare say the species 
can be found in Massachusetts, who 
look with fear on the specter of compe- 
tition from 'the far east on account of 
the decline in the value of silver. Aa 
all these reductions here referred to are 
traceable to a period when competition 
of the Hindoo had barely been looked 
tipon as anything worth considering, 
we can dismiss this matter in toto from 
consideration. If there were any doubt 
possible that, aside from the benigii in- 
fluence of a stable currency, anything 
else but the rapid improvements in the 
economy of production caused 
these 


great reductions in the ooH of ma-au 
facture, besides enabling the mill own- 
era to frequently renew their mill out- 
fit, pay dividends and enlarge theii 
plant from earnings or from new cap- 
ital attracted by a favorable outlook t'oi 
increased earnings, it would be the rise 
in Vv'agps which has gone hand in hand 
with this phenomenal decline in cost ol 
production. 


The average wages paid in Massachu- 


setts, then as now tha most advanced 
manufacturing state of the Union, was, 
in I860, $203 per head of all employed, 
and, in 1890, $330 per head pet anunm, 
according to tho census, and was fully 
as high In 1395 as in 1890. ' 


That this rise in earnings was verj 


evenly nhared in by all employees can 
be seen from the rates of the wagebook: 
of particular mills making statements 
to the finance committee of the sonata 
for thoir report to the senate. As rates 
of daily earnings give a clearer impres- 
sion of the advance than a statement o( 
a general average, I will give the daily 
rates from Massachusetts mills paid hi.

The Supply of Gold Keeps Even All Over 


tlia World IVheie Gold It Standard. 
The inflow of gold into this country 


on account of the tightness of oar mon- 
ey market is affording a sensible relief 
to business undertakings of all kinds, 
and if these are not disturbed—as there 
is every reason to think that they will 
not be—by so terrible a catastrophe as 
the election of Mr, Bryan, it is not im- 
probable that in the coming winter and 
spring we may witness the advent of a 
prosperous condition of business affairs, 
compared with that which our country 
experienced in the year 1880. It may be 
•well to point out that we are now hav- 
ing gold sent to this country because we 
are upon a gold basis. If, a year or two 
ago, we had descended to a silver basis, 
and there had been for any reason a 
contraction in the currency, the relief in 
gold that we are now receiving could 
not have been obtained. We are now in 
touch with the great mass of gold which 
forms the basis of the world's circula- 
tion. If for any Teason we need more 
gold than-we have—and this is deter- 
mined by its earning powers, the rate 
of interest—arid assurance is given that 
there will be no departure from a gold 
etnudard, the yellow metal will come 
to this country just as surely as water 
will run down hill. Other things being 
equal, the world's supply of gold is 
available for all gold using countries to 
make good a local deficiency in supply, 
so that, like the water of the sea, there 
shall be substantially a uniform level. 
—Boston Herald.

What Roes Mr. Bryan Propose For tha 


Earners of Wages and Salaries? 


The one great topic dwelt upon b; 


Mr. Bryau in his speeches and by tha 
orators and the newspapers which gup- 
port him is the low prices of agricultur- 
al commodities nndcr tho present gold 
standard and the higher prices which 
will prevail under free silver. Not o 
word is said on behalf of the earner! of 
wages and salaries and how they are 
to get an increase of earnings to com- 
pensate them for the increase in their 
living expenses when the prices of ev- 
erything they eat, drink and wear are 
nearly doubled, as they would be when 
measured in silver. It is, indeed, prom- 
ised that in the remote future, after the 
rise in prices has had time to stimulate 
production, wages will be raised to 
meet an increased demand for labor, 
but this is a promise for the fulfillment 
of which no guarantee is given. Nor ia 
it explained to the agriculturist how he 
will profit by getting double prices foi 
bis produce when he will at the gam« 
time have to pay double prices for all 
the commodities he buys. In short, the 
"arguraeuts" of the silverites are liet 
aud evasions, eked out by the abuse oi 
every one who has been industrious and 
thrifty enough to accumulate a little 
property.

men's reason, but to their meanest pas- 
sions.—Matthew Marshall in New Yori 
Sim.
